When the vigilante leaders ob- 
served that the meeting was not 
to be held they promptly organiz- 
ed a man-hunt for a number of 
militant leaders of the workers in 
this agricultural area. The hunt, 
the beatings, gun-fighting, raids 
and bestial tar and feather at- 
tack lasted all night until early 
this morning. It ended in a parade 
of the thugs through the streets 
of Santa Rosa,’ driving Green, 
Nitzburg, Wolf, Ford and Meyer 
before them. The workers were 
slugged, whipped; Green and Nitz- 
burg had their heads shaved and 
were tarred and feathercd. 


Green, who had been rounded 
up first, was taken to the raid on 
the Nitzburg home, near Cotati, 
and ordered to entice the latter 
out. Instead, Mr. Green entered 
the home and warned the farmer. 
Nitzburg loaded his shot-gun and 
defended his home and family 
with round after round of buck- 
shot. The vigilante mob replied 
with pistol and rifle fire. Kventu- 
ally tear gas bombs were used to 
drive him, his wife and small chil- 
dren and Green out of the house.

So far as is known there is only

RAPPED FOR RED 
BAITING ACTION 


L. A. BUREAUCRATS DENY 
SEAT TO DELEGATE 


LOS ANGELES, Aug. 20.— 
SPL—Refusal of the Central La- 
bor Council to seat a duly accred- 
ited delegate of Painters’ Local 
1348, because Secretary J. W. Buz- 
zell said he was “thought to be 
a Communist,” was strongly pro- 
tested by the union here today in 
a letter sent to the Council and 
to all A. F. of L. local unions in 


-Los Angeles. 


The letter points out that the 
local was accepted to the Central 
Labor Council on July 19, but the 
delegates not seated because Broth- 
er Robinson was thought to be a 
“Red”. At ihe July 26. meeting, 
Buzzell reported for the exccutive 


board that Robinson, a unionist 
for 2+ years, should not be seated 
because of his political registra- 
tion and that the other delegate, 
H. Losnick, should be investigated 


further. 


To date, only Losnick has been 
seated.

*® Pressure In Emoire. 


Britain’s present ‘Icsire for peace 
is twofold. Equally with the fiet 
that she does not want Italy to 
vrow strong in Africa is the pres- 
sure of the fight against war and 
fascism, and the desire of the 
members of her empire for peace, 
expressed in a recent vote. (Suni- 
mary oof the vote appears else- 
where ino this issue. Id.) 

The proposals that the Teague 
of Nations through all its) mem- 
bers boveott Italy cconomicalts 
and financially will) unquestion- 
ably haye the support of the 
people of the whole world—out- 
side Ttaly. Further than this, how- 
ever, the lifting of embargoes on 
ethiopia are needed if the act is 
to become more than a= vesture. 
There is no question of who ts 


|the aggressor in. this imminent 


war, and the only possible course 
for future peace and for prevent: 
ing a world conflict is the mut- 
ual aid of all nations against the 
fascist attacher. 

Britain, should she decide to 
play a lone hand against Ttaly, is 
gcoeraphically in an excellent po- 
sition to do so for she controls 
not only the entranee to the Me- 
diterranean but the Suez Canal 
and the Red Sea as well. This 
would effectively .cut off the fas- 
cist troops from Eritrea and Iteal- 
ian Somaliland, from which the 
attack on Ethiopia is to be 
launched. 

Sut because of the obvious threat 
to the peace of the entire world, 
it iS no matter for Britain to 
fight out alone—such action would 
only be the means for the choos: 
ing wp of sides. 

One by one various nations 
would be drawn in. 

The only real move for peace 
would be an outlawing of Italy as 
the aggressor, And the only force 
which can bring an effective fight 
of this sort is the pressure of 
the working class of every coun- 
trv forcing their respective gov- 
ernments to act. 


# Bill In Senate. 


In the United States Senate a 
bill providing for mandatory em- 
bargoes on arms aid ammunition 
and implements of war on all 
belligerents, keeping Americans 
off ships of belligerent nations and 
-harring loans and credits to the 
fighting nations is being consider- 
ed. The resolution, gaining sup- 
port in the Senate may be buried 
in the House foreign affairs com- 
mittee. Wall Street, licking its 
chons at the prospect of war 
profits and realizing the deep crisis 
in Italy which is driving Musso- 
lini on his mad course, will op- 
pose such a bill. Instead propos- 
als of mere neutrality will be 
made. This is the position out of 
which the working classes of~the 
U. S. was thrown into the last 
slaughter; in it is little that would 
aid peace. 

Instead of this, embargoes, par- 
ticularly against .loans, should be 
levelled against the aggressor— 
fascist Italy—as a means of pre- 
venting the breach of peace in 
the first place. Mussolini is count- 
ing on loans where he got them 
before—Wal! Street. 

Congress is to adjourn in a 
week or more. Immediate action 
should be taken by workers, §¥rm- 
ers, intellectuals, and all people 
who sincerély desire to help pre- 
vent anothér world war.
